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REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour,  somewhat  belatedly  because  of  the 
demolition  of  my  offices*  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1%2  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital 
statistics  of  the  Barrow-upon-Soar  Rural  District 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  with  suggestions  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  also  incorporates  a section  compiled 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector , 

The  prevention  of  disease  is  too  narrow  a concept  of 
preventive  medicine  in  the  present  comparative  affluence  of 
society  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a new  affluence 
affecting  the  greater  part  of  the  population  Greater 
prosperity  has  brought  many  benefits  of  good  health  and  well 
being  but  it  has  also  brought  a shift  of  emphasis  in  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  and  maintain  good  health 
This  is  well  exampied  in  the  problem  of  accidents  At  the  end 
of  the  war  infectious  diseases  caused  twice  the  number  of 
deaths  as  all  accidents,-  Infectious  diseases  resulted  in 
28,000  deaths  and  accidents  caused  14„G00  deaths.  By  I960 
accidental  deaths  had  risen  to  about  18,000  whereas  deaths 
from  infectious  diseases  had  fallen  to  5*500  during  the  year 
Road  accident  deaths  are  around  7? 000  per  annum  in  this 
country  and  in  consequence  they  are  now  a more  important 
epidemic  than  the  total  of  all  the  infectious  diseases  Road 
accident-  deaths  are  not  strokes  of  misfortune,  rather  are 
they  a record  of  mans  errors,  misjudgments  and  careless 
ineptitudes  "The  fault8'  to  quote  Cassius  out  of  context  His 
not  in  our  stars,  but  in  ourselves-'1 

The  problem  of  accidents  is  well  worthy  of  study  and 
this  Council  is  represented  on  two  very  active  Road  Safety 
Committees  and  also  on  two  even  more  important  Home  Safety 
Committees.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  subject  of  safety  in 
the  home  is  not  so  rich  in  its  appeal  to  public  conscience. 

An  overturned  lorry  has  press  appeal  and  a photograph  is 
published  in  the  newspaper  often  with  the  caption  ' Driver 
Unhurt”,  The  overturned  saucepan,  with  a child  scarred  and 
maimed  for  life,  receives  no  such  publicity,  and  this  may  well 
be  a reason  why  accidents  in  the  home  remain  the  greater  of 
the  two  problems. 
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Some  ten  years  ago  it  began  to  be  recognised  that  if  a 
woman  in  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy  contracted  rubella 
for  the  first  time  she  was  liable  to  give  birth  to  a deformed 
child.  The  embryo  was  at  risk  and  the  probability  of  a child 
being  born  with  blindness9  deafness  or  mental  deficiency  was 
not  insignificant.  In  more  recent  times  the  tragedies  of 
birth  deformities  have  been  emphasised  by  the  effects  of 
thalidomide  taken  by  women  during  their  pregnancies.  In  these 
cases  the  infant  has  been  born  with  varying  degrees  of 
deficiencies  in  limb  or  limbs  and  the  grossness  of  the 
deformities  has  fixed  attention  upon  the  dangers  of  drugs 
taken  during  pregnancy.  It  must  hastily  be  added,  however, 
that  it  is  so  easy  to  bring  disrepute  upon  the  value  and 
efficiency  of  drugs  by  proclaiming  their  side  effects.  It 
has  to  be  remembered  that  thalidomide  is,  otherwise  than  in 
pregnancy s an  exceptionally  safe  and  valuable  drug.  It  has 
to  be  remembered  also  that  a great  deal  of  research  has  gone 
into  the  manufacture  of  drugs  and  they  are  not  brought 
indiscriminately  into  general  use  without  being  subjected  to 
rigorous  testing  and  investigation. 

In  present  knowledge  it  seems  right  to  advise  that  drugs 
should  be  avoided  during  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy. 

It  may  well  be  that  the  essentially  life  saving  drugs  such  as 
insulin  and  penicillin  have  no  ill  effects  upon  the  embryo  and 
that  only  those  drugs  affecting  the  patient's  personal  comfort 
would  have  inherent  dangers  to  the  embryo,  but  this  has  by  no 
means  been  clarified.  Anaesthetics  behave  in  a comparable 
fashion  as  they  affect  all  muscles  except  those  vital  to  life 
those  of  respirations  the  heart  and  the  uterus  - an  entrancing 
nicety  about  things  that  is  repeatedly  found  in  therapeutics. 

Whilst  referring  to  drugs  and  their  potential  dangers 
mention  is  to  be  made  to  iatrogenic  mortality.  Death  from  a 
drug  rather  than  from  a disease  is  not  uncommon  and  in  thera- 
peutics a careful  assessment  has  to  be  made  in  prescribing 
certain  drugs  as  to  whether  the  inherent  danger  of  the  drug 
is  greater  than  the  gravity  of  the  disease.  Undoubtedly  drugs 
have  been  of  immense  value  in  combating  disease  and  it  is 
claimed,  not  without  some  justification,  that  drugs  have 
cured  tuberculosis.  To  give  the  major  credit  to  drugs  in  the 
conquest  of  tuberculosis,  rather  than  to  preventive  medicine, 
would  be,  however,  far  from  the  truth.  Tuberculosis  has  been 
stemmed  by  improved  social  conditions.  Drugs  have  been  an 
adjuvant  to  the  improvement  in  social  hygiene  and  constant 


vigilance  is  necessary  to  see  that  these  standards  are  not 
allowed  to  fall.*  Indeed  in  certain  areas  tuberculosis  is 
increasing  and  in  this  respect  the  inflow  of  immigrants  from 
countries  of  low  standards  of  social  hygiene  is  undoubtedly  a 
key  factor.  It  may  well  be  that  the  tubercule  bacillus  will 
develop  a resistance  to  antibiotics  and  a wave  of  the  disease 
spread  more  widely  in  the  population  unless  the  essentials  of 
good  housing  can  be  maintained  and  more  stringent  control  made 
over  immigrants. 

The  problem  of  immigrants  has  many  facets  and  there  is 
no  doubt  it  is  creating  a health  problem  of  some  magnitude. 
Many  hospitals  are  experiencing  the  impact  of  the  immigrant 
influx  and  expeciali.y  in  maternity  hospitals  is  this  problem 
a serious  one.  Unless  the  trend  of  immigration  is  halted  or 
reversed  the  problem  in  the  next  twenty  five  years  will  have 
been  extended  to  other  spheres  of  the  welfare  service.  Homes 
for  the  aged  are  already  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with  the 
needs  of  an  ageing  population  and  if  to  this  tide  is  added 
the  flood  of  immigration  the  problem  will  bes  in  present 
concept ions 9 insoluble. 

Politicians  are  advised  to  be  mindful  of  this  problem 
lest  they  come  to  regard  it  solely  in  the  narrow  light  of  a 
party  political  issue 

A current  investment  letter  from  a Stockbroker  recommends 
a purchase  of  tobacco  shares,  The  provisional  death  rates  in 
1962  for  deaths  assigned  to  cancer  of  the  lung  show  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  Male  deaths  from  cancer 
totalled  54,735  of  which  20?279s>  or  37  per  cent  were 
certified  as  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  As  the  death  rate 
from  lung  cancer  bears  a direct  relationship  to  the 
consumption  of  cigarette  tobacco  the  Stockbroker  s advice 
is  well  founded.  Nevertheless  it  is  a tragedy  that  so  much 
ill  health  and  suffering  should  continue  and  as  prevention  is 
virtually  within  the  control  of  the  smoker  himself  it  can 
only  be  hoped  that  at  least  the  more  intelligent  will  forsake 
the  habit  . 

There  has  not  been  cause  to  enforce  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  in  which  powers  are  given  for 
compulsory  Institutional  care  for  old  people. 
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During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  has  itself 
been  the  subject  of  a demolition  order  though  not  of  a 
statutory  nature. 

"If  it  were  done?  when  His  done9  then  Hwere  well

Alas;,  the  advice  of  Macbeth  has  gone  unheeded.  The 
demolition  and  rebuilding  progresses  but  tardily  and  the  year 
has  ended- in  rubble  and  enveloping  dust.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

With  the  continueing  development  of  the  districts  many 
urgent  problems  have  arisen  from  overloaded  and  sometimes 
obsolete  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

Much  progress  is  being  made9  however 9 with  the  modern- 
isation of  plants  The  preparation  of  schemes  for  an  improved 
sewage  works  at  Anstev  and  the  resewering  of  Seagrave  were  well 
advanced. 

The  construction  of  storm  sewers  at  Barrow-upon-Soar  and 
Bir stall  relieved  the  overloaded  foul  sewers * 

The  Engineer  made  use  of  close-circuit  television  to 
inspect  sewers  in  Anstey  and  Mount  sorrel*  This  enabled  the 
pinpointing  of  defects  and  minimised  the  excavations  necessary 
for  the  repair  of  the  sewers „ 

The  major  disposal  works  at  Quen thorough  are  not  proving 
satisfactory  and  further  expenditure  has  been  authorised  for 
the  extension  and  adaption  of  the  works, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  satis- 
factorily maintained. 

The  Engineer  launched  a pilot  scheme  for  the  use  of  paper 
sacks  for  refuse  collection  in  400  houses*  Although  the  scheme 
was  a success^  it  had  to  be  discontinued  because  of  the 
additional  expenditure.

HOUSING 

There  are  still  many  substandard  houses  which9  because  of 
their  inherent  defects  and  position;  are  not  capable  of  being 
improved  to  a satisfactory  standard. 

Houses  lacking  modern  amenities  and  which  have  a minimum 
life  of  15  years  are  eligible  for  Improvement  Grants,  76 
Standard  Grants  and  28  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved,  16 
applications  in  the  former  class  and  one  in  the  latter  were 
refused 


During  the  year  62  individual  Demolition  Orders  and 
Closing  Orders  were  made  and  20  houses  were  included  in  two 
Clearance  Areas, 


Fifty  houses  were  demolished  in  addition  to  28  ex  M.A  P, 
bungalows  which  were  owned  by  the  Council, 

Redevelopment  is  being  planned  for  the  sites9  at  Leicester 
Road  =■  Hillsides  Mount  sorrel  and  Church  Lane  - Bradgate  Road 
Anstey 9 which  were  compulsorily  purchased-

RODENT  CONTROL 

An  efficient  service  has  been  maintained,  employing  one 
rodent  operator  who  is  provided  with  a van, 

2,  375  inspections  were  made  and  26 1 infested  premises  were 

cleared. 

The  refuse  tips  and  sewage  farms  were  inspected  regularly 
and  a disinfestation  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out. 

While  a free  rodent  service  is  given  to  private  house= 
holders^  a revenue  of  £275°  10,  Qd,  was  obtained  from  farmers 
and  the  owners  of  businesses, 

SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  1 956  gave  local  authorities  powers  to 
rid  the  air  of  pollution  from  factories  and  domestic  chimneys. 

The  control  of  dark  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  was  the 
first  stage  and  great  improvements  have  resulted  from  the 
installation  of  new  plants. 

There  are  now  only  occasional  contraventions  of  the  Act, 

More  recently  furnaces  burning  sawdust  have  been  giving 
unsatisfactory  emissions  but  special  appliances  will  soon  be 
used  to  abate  the  nuisances  from  these. 

As  the  second  phase  of  the  programme,  the  Council  decided 
to  start  preliminary  investigations  into  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a Smoke  Control  Area  for  approximately  1,000  houses 
on  a Birstall  estate. 
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When  it  is  remembered  that  about  half  the  smoke  in  the 
atmosphere  is  from  domestic  chimneys  it  will  be  appreciated 
that  the  burning  of  bituminous  coal  in  houses  must  be  prevented* 
Clean  air  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  health  and 
economy  of  the  nation. 


CARAVAN  SITES 


There  was  an  increase  of  3 caravans  on  individual  sites 
during  the  year.  In  total  there  are  4-6?  caravans  on  the  large 
organised  sites  and  38  others. 

The  attention  of  the  site  owners  and  caravanners  was  drawn 
to  the  dangers  of  fires  particularly  from  oil  heaters.  The 
fabrics  from  which  caravans  are  made  are  not  fireproof  and  it 
would  be  advisable  if  oil  heaters  and  solid  fuel  heaters  were 
prohibited. 

Unfortunately  we  can  only  give  advice  in  this  matter.
